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DECISION 



This is a decision on applicants' petition under 37 CFR 1.182 filed in the United States 
Patent and Trademark Office (USPTO) on 08 August 2006. The petition fee of $400.00 has 
been charged to counsel's Deposit Account No. 23-2415. The petition is GRANTED as 
discussed below. 

On 03 June 2005, applicants filed a transmittal letter for entry into the national stage in 
the United States which was accompanied by, inter alia, the basic national fee. The transmittal 
letter requested that the application papers be processed as the national stage application of 
international application PCT/US2003/03788. 

On 08 August 2006, applicants filed the instant petition under 37 CFR 1.182.
